Whips and Scorpions 

Mr. Sean T. O’Kelly is somewhat of an 
expert with the whip. He threatened 
John Bull with it quite a while ago, and 
gave his fellow-countrymen a flick of it 
last November twelvemonth, when, inter 
alia, he increased the rate of income-tax 
from 5s. 6d. to 6s. 6d. in the pound; but 
his Budget of last May was so mild as 
to suggest that the whip had been tucked 
away in his boot for good and all. To-day 
we realise that it simply has been laid 
aside for replacement by a litter of 
scorpions. The new Budget will make 
melancholy reading for many thousands 
of Irish citizens; for thero are few, 
indeed, who will not be affected by it in 
one way or another. Income-tax rises 
from 6s. 6d. to 7s. 6d. in the pound; the 
duty on petrol rises from 10d. to 1s. 3d. 
a gallon; tobacco becomes dearer by 4d. 
an ounce—which is to say, 4d. on the 
„twenty packet of cigarettes; matches 
will cost lád. a box; the duty on im- 
ported newspapers is increased by one- 
third of a penny, while a similar duty is 
imposed, for the first time in very many 
years, upon domestic journals. Whereas 
formerly a company could enjoy its first 
£5,000 of profit free of corporations tax, 
the limit now is reduced to £1,000; 


the rate of impost on companies 
incorporated in Ireland is raised 
from 74 to 10 per cent., and that 


on companies not incorporated here from 
10 to 324 per cent.; profits above a certain 
figure will be subject to taxation at the 
rate of 50 per cent., while the duty on 
estates above £10,000 will be raised; course 
betting no longer is exempt from 
duty, but becomes the victim of a 21 per 
cent. tax, while, finally, it will cost 24d. 
to stamp a letter, lád. to stamp a post- 
card, and telephone bills will be increased 
by five per cent. This, in fine, is the 
news that Mr. O’Kelly had to offer 
his country yesterday. It is news 
that the country will receive with mixed 
feelings; for, whereas all these increases 
in the cost of living are indubitably un- 
pleasant, there is not the slightest doubt 
that they might have been a great deal 
worse. 

It would be dishonest to deny that a 
thoroughly objectionable Budget was anti- 
cipated. Last year’s was far too good to 
be true—so good, in fact, that everybody 
anticipated a ‘‘catch somewhere.” The 
catch existed ; it took the form of a serious 
rise in the extra-budgetary cost of living, 
which has given the country at large every 
reason to appreciate that it will not 
survive this war without discomfort. 
Nevertheless, our countrymen may be 
credited with the possession of sufficient 
intelligence to have realised that this new 
Budget could not provide a similarly 
joyous surprise. Rumours of all kinds 
have been rampant within the past few 
days. Income-tax stands at 10s. in the 
pound in Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland: was there any reason why it 
should not rise to 9s., at any rate, on this 
side of the Channel? What were the 
chances of a purchases tax, of a tax on 
bicycles, on golf balls, on this, that and 
the other commodity and service? We 
congratulate Mr. O’Kelly, for the second 
time, on his successful deception of antici- 
pators, and on a Budget which, even if it 
creates a substantial amount of dissatis- 
faction, will inspire also a considerable 
degree of relief. He had a large gap to 
fill between estimated revenue and esti- 
mated expenditure—it remains to be seen, 
indeed, whether the gap in question can 
be filled by these changes in taxation— 
and he has done his best to place the 
burden on the shoulders that can bear it 
best. We do not pretend to admire his 
Budget wholeheartedly. An impost upon 
newspapers will bear severely upon an 
industry which already, thanks to the 
shortage of newsprint, is in no condition 


to endure further blows; and the general 


increases in taxation will push many 
people over the border-line between 
discomfort and actual hardship. Yet, in 
the present condition of this country, most 
of the increases can be tolerated. So long 
as these direct imposts are not accom- 
panied by a steep increase in the cost of 
living, the people of the twenty-six 
counties may congratulate themselves on 
a lucky escape. 

The most significant feature of Mr. 
O’Kelly’s Budget, however, lies in the two 
Orders that accompany it. One of them 
restricts the “ris. that may be granted 
to virtually all workers in the service of 
public utility and statutory undertakings, 
as well as sheltered and protected 
industries. The second limits the amount 
of dividends and of directors’ fees. 
We do not think for a moment that 
these restrictions are undesirable; in 
the curious condition of Irish affairs, 
something of the kind would seem 
to be inevitable. We would not have 
any reader assume for a moment that, 
because the Budget has been lighter than 
he anticipated, the present financial year 
will bring anything other than a sub- 
stantial increase of his burdens. Some 
people will profit; unemployment insur- 
ance benefits will be raised, as well as 
the allowances under the system of unem- 
ployment assistance, and the pensions to 
the old and blind, to widows and orphans. 
Yet, the people at large will pay more for 
the privilege of living, and, as the new 
Orders indicate, will gain less; if income- 
tax is not so high as they expected, the cost 
of food and fuel will be heavier, while 
wages will show no increase in proportion. 
Neutrality, says Mr. O'Kelly, is an. 
expensive réle, A country at war is taxed 
far more severely than this country is 
taxed at present, but it also provides more 
opportunities for work, and the work is 
better paid. We must make up our 


hardships such as most of us have not 
yet experienced. The European war has 
blown skyhigh most of the arguments 
which the political parties formerly 
brandished at one another; we know now 
that neither the Fianna Fáil nor the

Mr. Churchills Candout 


To a certain extent but only to a 
certain extent—Mr. Winston Churchill 
was on the defensive when he rose to 
wind up the war debate in the British 
House of Commons yesterday; but before 
he sat down he had gone over strongly to 
the attack: Mr. Churchill is one of the 
most skilful parliamentary debaters of 
modern times. He is almost as skilful 
as Mr. Lloyd George at his best; and the 
fact that only three votes were recorded 
against his Government, whereas four 
hundred and forty-seven members sup- 
ported it, indicates the remarkable grip 
that the present Prime Minister has on 
what is regarded as the most critical 
assembly in the world. Mr. Anthony 
Eden’s speech on Tuesday had been 
frankly disappointing. The Foreign 
Secretary lacks the Premier’s drive, as 
well as his persuasive powers; and his best 
friends will not deny that his attempts 
to defend the Government’s policy in 
regard to the Mediterranean were not par- 
ticularly convincing. Mr. Churchill did 
not bother to make excuses. Like the 
Bulgarian officer in the Shaw play, he 
never apologises. On the contrary, he 
reminded the House of Commons that he 
never had promised the British people 
anything except “ blood and tears and toil 
and sweat.’’ To these sufferings must be 
added a fair share of mistakes, short- 
comings and disappointments; and there 
was no guarantee that the British people 
would not be required to withstand even 
graver trials in the future. Mr. Churchill 
certainly ‘made no attempt to minimise 
the realities of the existing situation. He 
was almost brutal in his admissions; but 
throughout his speech one can trace an 
underlying lett-motif of confidence in his 
people and himself, and when he makes 
what he describes as ‘‘a profession of 
faith in complete, absolute and final 
victory,” one feels somehow that there is 
something more than mere phrase-making 
in his words. ‘‘ Let the tempest storm and 
rage, said Mr. Churchill, we shall 
come through.” He declared that if 
Britain should lose the war his own head 
ought to be forfeit, and he was “ very 
ready that this should be so.” By virtue 
of this very frankness, he was able to 
command the almost unanimous confidence 
of the House of Commons; and it is safe 
to say that his personal position through- 
out the British Empire is stronger to-day 
than it has been at any moment since the 
war began. 

The story which he had to tell to 
Parliament was gloomy enough, in all 
conscience. He spoke of tactical 
mistakes in North Africa, of “ reverses 
and disappointments in the field. He 
admitted that the German armoured 
forces in Libya were not much larger 
than the British, and that the single 
armoured brigade which had been left to 
guard Cyrenaica had been disorganised. 
No national leader ever made a more 
candid confession of past blunders; on 
the other hand, no British Prime Minister 
ever spoke of the future with greater 
confidence. General Wavell, he announced, 
now had at his disposal an army of half a 
million men, which was being reinforced 
daily with both men and material. The 
loss of Suez, of Malta, and of Britain’s 
position in the Mediterranean would be a 
blow of the utmost gravity; but the 
British Government was prepared to 
defend to the death, and without thought 
of retirement,” the vulnerable and highly- 
defensive outposts of Crete and Tobruk, 
Mr. Churchill also informed the House 
that, apart altogether from supplies from 
the United States, Great Britain at the 
moment was producing as many heavy 
tanks every month as had existed in the 
Army when Mr. Leslie Hore-Belisha left 
the War Office. Furthermore, this output 
would be doubled by the end of the 
present year. Mistakes had been made, 
but they had been mistakes of audacity 
rather than of caution, and, to a large

that he continues to command the absolute 
confidence of the people who have chosen 
him as their leader.

Even after that time it was 
imagined that the new output would be 
sufficient to meet all needs, but now the 
experts say that they fear the new figure 
falls below the minimum required to keep 
the public properly shod. The operative 
word is, of course, the word properly, 
and, what might not seem proper to the 
experts, probably would more than satisfy 
the people. At all events, Britain is not 
particularly short of transport facilities, 
and the people will not be reduced to 
walking from place to place in bare feet or 
wooden clogs. The new output may cause 
a general down-at-heel appearance, but 
that will worry only the middle classes ; 
for they are the only people who are 
really particular about their shoes. They 
must be particular about such details in 
order to show that they are not to be 
associated with the lower classes. The 
upper classes—the men, at any rate—are, 
of course, so confident in their own 
superiority that they take no particular 
interest in small details of costume, while 
the lower classes just do not care how they 
look. Up to the present a down-at-heel 
appearance always has indicated that the 
wearer was either “down-and-out” or a 
person of high rank; for tradition has it 
that the lord of the manor is frequently 
to be seen wandering about the extensive 
grounds of his ‘stately home and else- 
where in the garb of an under-gardener. 
In future, if the experts are speaking the 
truth, everybody will look down-at-heel, 
and civil servants and bank clerks, who 
for years have been suffering, no doubt, 
from repressed desires to wear old and 
comfortable shoes, will be able to do so 
without causing undue commotion. If 
men’s suits are added to the ration list— 
and they have been rationed in France for 
some time past—the clerks will be able 
also to wear their old and comfortable—if 
somewhat threadbare—suits. If such a 
thing were to happen there would be 
nothing to differentiate between the lord, 
his gardener and his secretary, except, 


‘presumably, their accents.

Watching Spain 


It is with little surprise that those 
who know the situation learn that Spain 
has taken over the Customs of Tangiers, 
this being the ultimate act of importance 
in the possession of the territory. Spain 
apparently means to retain Tangiers as 
her own regardless of the international 
arrangement made years ago, and is now 
sending troops, establishing gun-emplace- 
ments, and preparing camps for aero- 
planes and men. These forces in time 
may be in a position to dominate the 
Straits of Gibraltar by air and artillery. 
Spain is still a neutral country, and the 
situation is one that will be watched with 
the keenest attention. 


Cigarettes Short 


Despite a new system of distribution, 
there is still a shortage of cigarettes in 
certain districts, and just now Central 
London is included in the areas where 
the more popular brands are not easily 
obtainable. In view of the evidence of 
increased consumption, it is likely that 
the Government will soon permit with- 
drawals from bond by manufacturers at 
the rate of one hundred per cent. instead 
of ninety per cent. as at present. There 
are sufficient reserve stocks of leaf in the 
country to last for more than a year, and 
with the prospect of a resumption of ship- 
ments from America the stocks in bond 
will be augmented. Consignments from 
Empire sources have continued to reach 
this country, and once the .shipping 
position is easier there are huge quantities 
which can be sent from America, where 
there is a surplus of some two thousand 
million pounds. There is no doubt that 
tobacco is one of the products to be sent 
under the Lease and Lend Act, and it

Jewel Sale 


Lord Derby's fine house in Stratford 
place, which is up for sale, was used 
yesterday for an auction of the jewels 
rescued from Christie’s salerooms after a 
big raid.

Dogs Wanted 


The people who in the early stages of 
the war called for the destruction of all 
dogs have now been answered by tho 
intimation that suitable dogs are wanted 
for public service. One hundred dogs of 
the most useful breeds are to be trained 
for work of a secret character, messenger 
services playing an important part. It 
will be the greatest test of canine in- 
telligence ever tried in this country, and 
is much more ambitious in character than 
the effort made during the last war. In 
Germany great use is made of several 
breeds of dogs, particularly Alsatians, in 
the public service. 


Less Petrol 


The question of amending the petrol 
allowance for private cars has been under 
consideration for some time, and the 
intimation that the issue of supplementary 
coupons is to be reduced from the end of 
this month was not unexpected. Not only 
will the supplementary allowances be 
smaller, but steps will be taken to ensura 
that the additional petrol for business 
purposes is used in the manner for which 
it is intended. There is no actual 
shortage of petrol in Britain, but, as a 
large proportion of motorists have supple- 
mentary coupons entitling them to amounts 
of spirit above the normal ration, it 1s 
desired that the consumption should he 
reduced so that there may be adequace 
reserves for the Navy, Army and Air 
Force, as the requirements of all three 
Services will continue to grow as the 
war progresses. At present there are 
about 1. 300.000 private cars in use in 
Britain, which compares with 1.768.000 
before the war. 


IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


War Weapons 


Your recent note on the purchase price 
of warplanes prompts me, writes a corre- 
spondent, to send you a fuller price 
list of the very latest and most efficient 
weapons of war. 

For £3,000,000 you may invest in nine 
sixteen-inch naval guns, complete with 
mountings and turrets of the best steel. 
£8,000,000 will get you a nice big battle- 
ship, but for £2,900,000 you must be 
content with a cruiser. A fine torpedo 
goes at £2,000, and a small gun mounted 
on two wheels is priced at £1,500. 

A heavy A.A. gun needs £6,000, for 
which price two light A.A. guns may be 
bought A modern tank will run away 
with £15,000, but a machine-gun costs 
only £100. A service rifle goes for £7, and 
a pistol for £4. If you desire to et by * 
soldier fully with his 184 items, including 
gas-mask and rifle, you will need £20. 

Of the smaller death- zaling instru- 
ments, such as bombs, there is quite a 
nice range to choose from. A general 
purposes bomb, for instance, costs £465, 


a large armour-pier¢ing unit E1, 000, while 


an anti-sub. bomb is priced at a mere 
£10. A smaller bomb costs but £1; if 
you are really poor in the extreme, 4s. 
will buy a most effective hand-grenade. 

If your taste happens to be defensive 
rather than destructive, a barrage balloon 
may be yours for £700, while a parachute 
costs £60. A searchlight projector needs 
the surprisingly large sum of £1,500, and 
a new eight-cylinder engine for your 
‘plane requires £3,000. 

These prices, presumably, ,are English. 
Whether or not they are subject to duty 
here I am unaware. 


A Plymouth “Pub” 


While reading the accounts of the 
recent intensive air raids on Plymouth I 
was wondering if a strange old hostelry at 
the Devonport end of the city is still 
standing. : 

This building was built towards the 
end of the eighteenth century as a 
Unitarian chapel.

was probably with regard to their im- 
ported supplies that these repercus- 
sions had been felt most keenly. 

After dealing with the effects of de- 
creased imports, Mr. O’Kelly said that 
the farmers, hampered by lack of fer- 
tilisers and feeding-stu s, had their 
difficulties intensified by the outbreak 
of foot-and-mouth disease, which had 
caused him more concern than the 
many homilies that had appeared on 
the state of the national finances, cur- 
rency, credit and banking. For- 
tunately, the dreadful scourge seemed 
to be getting under control, but its 
evil effects would persist for a long 
time. 

He pointed out that, while the year 
closed with a deficit of £1,755,000 in- 
stead of a surplus of £4,000, tax re- 
venue, including motor vehicle duties, 
at 228,824, 000. exceeded their antici- 
pations by £931,000, though non-tax 
revenue, at £5,814,000, showed a slight 
fall of £62,000. A spate of supplemen- 
tary estimates, chiefly for defence, 
swept away all the anticipated savings 
on supply services. 


TOBACCO AND BEER 


The most prolific, by far, of all 
Customs duties was tobacco, which 
produced no less than £6,590,000 in 
the year. They had, of course, for the 
full twelve months the additional rate 
of 2s. 8d. per Ib. imposed in Novem- 
ber, 1939, but even so the increased 


vield was £1,285,000 above the 
1939-40 figure. In virtually all the 
other heads there were declines. 


Tobacco, indeed, saved the situation, 
and represented 55 per cent. of the 
total Customs collected during the 


ear. 
In the Excise side the principal con- 
tributor was beer, despite dismal 


prophecies about killing the goose 
and the consumption of home-made 
beer appeared to have been main- 
tained. The Excise duty on spirits 
netted £1,816,000, an increase of 
£82,000 on the preceding year. Between 
them beer and spirits provided 
45,030,000, or 76 per cent. of the total 
revenue from Excise. Adding tobacco 
the total yield came to £11,620,000, or 
41 r cent. of the total tax revenue, 
excluding motor vehicle duties. 


CAPITAL LIABILITIES 


On March dist, said Mr. O'Kelly, 
the gross capital liabilities uf the State 
amounted to £72,931,000, which, 
together with £9,250,000 estimated 
capital value of State contributions 
undcr the Housing Acts, made a total 
of £82,181,000. The total gross liability 
of the State and local authorities com- 
bined amounted to £100,207,000 on 
March 31, 1940, and, allowing for an 
increase in the case of local authorities 
of about a million during the year, the 
corresponding figure at the end of 


March, 1941, was no less than 
4101. 546, 000 

These figures, said the Minister, 
“show that we have not been 


niggardly in sponsoring and financing 
development schemes of all kinds. 
After speaking of the difficulties of 
a Finance Minister in a neutral coun- 
try right in the zone of hostilities, 
Mr. O'Kelly said that in constructing 
the Budget he had gone on the 
assumption that the country would 
not be involved in the conflict. On 
the basis of existing taxation their 
estimates of tax revenue for 1941-42 
were £26,045,000 as compared with 
actual receipts of £28,824,000 in 
1940-41, a decline of £2,779,000. 
Imported sugar yielded £1,400,000 in 
1940-41, but they could put it no 
higher than £505,000 in the current 
year. Tobacco showed an estimated 
decline from £6,590,000 to £4,785,000. 
In regard to tobacco, he said that 
the raw material position in the 
industry was one of increasing 
difficulty and filled him with anxiety. 
There had been abnormally heavy 
clearances of leaf in 1940-41, and he 
had to make an Order restricting the 
weekly clearances from bond. hese 
could not exceed 1-65th of those in the 
year ended March, 1940, and clearances 
in the current year would be reduced 
to about 80 per cent. of those of the 
standard year. 
While Exchequer receipts from 
income tax and surtax were in excess 
of estimates there was a disappointing 
decline in stamp duties. e other 
main heads of inland revenue, estate 
duties and corporation profits tax made 
a satisfactory showing and were ex- 
pected to maintain their position. 


EXPENDITURE | 


£40,000,000 IN CURRENT 
YEAR 


In regard to expenditure in the 
current year the provision of supply 
services would require £35,323,000, and 
to this they must add £102,000 for 
shipping, £7,000 for the relief of dis- 
tressed Irish nationals abroad, and 
about £350,000 for foot-and-mouth 
disease. With these additions and 
with £4,844,000 for Central Fund 
services, the burden which the country 
had to face was £40,626,000.

CORPORATION PROFITS 


At present corporation profits tax was 
not charged on the first £5,000, and he 
proposed to reduce that exemption limit 
to £1,000. The rate charged on profits 
in excess of the limit was 7% per cent. 
in the case uf companies incorporated 
in the State and companies ere 
which keep here a register of their Irish 
shareholders. The rate for companies 
trading, but not incorporated, here, and 
which did not keep in this country a 
register of their Irish shareholders, was 
10 per cent. He proposed to increase 
these rates to 10 per cent. and 12) per 
cent., respectively. These changes 
would operate from September, 1939. 

In addition, he proposed to impose a 
charge of 50 per cent. on profits made 
as from September 1, 1930, in excess of 
a standard computed in normal cases 
by reference to the profits for earlier 
years. In the ordinary case the 
standard would be the two best 
of the three years’ 1 periods 
ending on December 31, 1988, or the 
last prior date to which the accounts 
of the concern had usually been made 
up. The Finance Bill would contain 
provisions for alternative standards to 
meet exceptional types of cases, and 
there would be a provision dealin 
with certain cases in which the trad- 
ing during the standard years had on 
balance resulted in a loss. The effect 
of the changes would mean that after 
paying ordinary corporation profits 
tax, the excess corporation profits 
tax of 50 per cent. and the income 
tax of 7s. 6d. m the £ charged on 
the balance of the excess, after de- 
ducting the corporation profits tax 
charge, a company liable to be as- 


cent. of the excess in taxation. Where 
the capital of a company included an 
issue of preference shares, and there 
had also been an issue of debentures, 
the burden of tax fell wholly on the 
balance of the profit available for pay- 
ment of dividend to the holder of 
ordinary shares. 


CHANGE IN LAW 


The existing law contained a pro- 
vision that corporation profits tax 
would not be collected in excess of a 


sum equal to ten per cent. on 
the balance of profit available 
after payment of interest and 


dividends at a fixed rate. 
He proposed that for the purpose of 
that provision the limit would be 15 
per cent. and this would not operate 
in respect of the charge of 50 per cent. 
on excess profits. He proposed to legis- 
late to continue the existing provision 
which . from corporation tax 
concerns such as the railway companies, 
building societies, and the Agricultural 
Credit Corporation.
